.Samuel AI. Knox, of Philadelphia, 
native of Adams county, retired pres­ 
ident of the New York Shipbuilding 
Com pany and survivor of the L usita­ 
nia disaster, died a t the home of his 
brother, VV. 
W. 
Knox, W ilm ington, 
Delaware, Tuesday evening, according 
to word received here this m orning. 
Mr. Knox, who was 66 years old, 
was summoned from New York to the 
bedside of his brother, who is critical­ 
ly ill. 
He was stricken shortly afte r 
his arrival in W ilm ington. 
News of 
his death has been w ithheld from his 
brother, who is general m anager of 
the D elaw are branch of an insurance 
com pany, 
a t 
W ilm ington. 
Samuel 
Knox was fo r tw enty-three years m an­ 
ager of this branch until I DOB, when 
he moved from W ilm ington to Phila­ 
delphia. 
Vlr. Knox, who was born near C ar­ 
r o l l 's T ract, this county, and who liv­ 
ed there until he was fourteen or 
fifteen years old, was one of the su r­ 
vivors of the Lusitania. 
He was 
throw n into the w ater when the ship 
sank and for hours he clung to a 
piece of wreckage. 
He never fully 
recovered from the shock and ex­ 
posure. 
He was 
prom inent in 
Delaware 
politics, having spent the g reater part 
of his life in th at state. 
A t one time 
he was a m em ber of the state legis­ 
lature. 
It was he who led the forces 
opposed to the election of J. Ed ward 
Addleks to the Senate. 
U ntil five years ago, he was p res­ 
ident of the .New York Shipbuilding 
Com pany, Camden, New Jersey , which 
concern he entered when a young m an. 
Mr. K nox’s parents w ere the late 
John and M argaret M cllhenny Knox, 
of Knoxlyn Mills. 
He is survived by 
his widow, who w as Miss 
Florence 
Pulley, of W ilm ington, and one daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Francis C ham bers, of Phila­ 
delphia.

Tax Program Takes Shape 
The tax program of the Senate Re­ 
publican insurgents took shape W ed­ 
nesday, with Senator Brookhart, Re­ 
publican, Iowa, outlining a few poli-- 
ties which he predicted 12 or 14 Re­ 
publicans would support.
